U.K. TRADE FAIRS IN MEXICO IN 1961 


XHIBITING AT INTERNATIONAL TRADE Fairs is one of the oldest 

forms of export promotion known to man. Many of the great 

International Trade Fairs of to-day have their origins in the 
“markets” of mediaeval times. Perhaps the most astonishing thing 
about them is not only that they survive but flourish—flourish 
indeed with such virility and strength that new ones are constantly 
being started, so that the one proposition on which almost all 
exporters will agree is that there are far too many trade fairs. 
Nevertheless, the continued strength of the trade fair is proof that 
it is a tried and valuable form of export promotion, for which no 
effective substitute has been found in over a thousand years. 
Perhaps this is not really so surprising as it seems. For a trade fair 
is in reality an international “market place”, at which manufacturers 
from many lands can show their wares to buyers from all over the 
world. Perhaps there is no other way in which the salesman and his 
wares on the one hand, and the buyer on the other, can be brought 
together in such numbers at one and the same time. 

Trade fairs can be profitable to both the established exporter and 
newcomer. For the established exporter, who already has satis- 
factory selling, distribution and servicing arangements in the mar- 
ket concerned, exhibiting at an international trade fair can be a 
valuable means of giving a boost to his sales by providing an oppor- 
tunity of showing his newest lines, maintaining old contacts and 
opening up new ones. For the newcomer, it can be a means of 
testing the degree of interest shown in his products in the market 
concerned, and of attracting potential agents. 

But this begs an important question; should a newcomer exhibit 
at a fair only after he has appointed an agent and completed his 
distribution arrangements, or should he use the trade fair as a 
means of testing out his product on the market, with a view to 
finding an agent? 

The former is the generally accepted view because if the exhibitor 
is successful and obtains good orders as the result of the fair, 
it is essential that he should have an agent on the spot capable of 
meeting them. Nothing could be worse for his reputation than to 
create a demand and then fail to satisfy it. On the other hand, 
there have been many cases where exporters have found agents as

It is difficult to generalise. Each manufacturer must weigh up 
the pros and cons of the alternative methods for himself. One 
idea, however, which has appealed to many is to exhibit first in an 
appropriate trade fair at home. Trade buyers for overseas attend 
these fairs, especially those which are international, and by exhibit- 
ing in them, the United Kingdom manufacturer has an opportunity 
of finding out what they think of his products and their prospects 
in their particular markets. Many of our most successful exporters 
to-day claim that their success stems from the days when they 
first began exhibiting at fairs in the United Kingdom. But whatever 
course is adopted, the essential condition of success for the new 
exporter is to ascertain whether his product is suitable for export 
in terms of price, quality, design, performance, etc. and if so which 
are the markets in which they are most likely to have a chance. On 
this there are plenty of people to help—the Export Services Branch 
of the Board of Trade, the Overseas Department of the F.B.1. 
or other Trade Association or national organisation. The Exhibition 
Departments of the Board of Trade and the F.B.I. can also supply 
information about the various international trade fairs held 
overseas. 

Perhaps the following list of Do’s and Don’ts, based on our 
experience as organizers of British Trade Fairs overseas, may be 
helpful. Some of them may see pitifully obvious or elementary but 
it is astonishing how often firms can slip up on one or other of them. 


DO 
1. Plan your participation thoroughly and well ahead of time. 
2. Make sure, by circularization or other means, that all likely 

trade contacts or customers in the country concerned know 
that you will be exhibiting. Give them your Stand No. and 
invite them to call on you. 

3. Send out fully qualified representatives with power to 

negotiate—bi-lingual if possible. 

4. Print all literature in the language or languages of the coun- 
tries concerned. (Remember that there will be buyers at the 
fair from many countries besides the one in which the fair is 
held). Get your translations done or at least checked in the 
countries concerned poor translation can often be 
laughable and do you more harm than good 
Arrange for all operating and technical instructions on 
machinery and the like to be in the language of the country 
concerned. 

6. Quote all prices in the currency of the country and c.i-f. 
Prices quoted f.o.b. are more often than not an annoyance 
to overseas buyers. 

7. Make sure in advance that satisfactory arrangements have 
been made for all enquiries at the trade fair to be followed 
up quickly by fully qualified representatives and that all 
orders taken can be delivered within the agreed time. 


8. Have a responsible person (either your agent or a member 
of your own staff) present at the fair at least four days before 
opening in order to supervise the completion of your stand 
and otherwise ensure that all arrangements have been satisfac- 
torily made. 

9. Arrange for somebody to stay on after the fair closes long 
enough to ensure that there is no pilferage of your goods and 
that the packing and return of any goods to be brought back 
home is carried out satisfactorily. 

10. Above all, keep your agent fully informed from the moment 
you decide to participate and give him your fullest support 
throughout, remembering that your participation throws a 
considerable extra burden of work on him and his staff. 


DON’T 
1. Rely entirely on shipping and transport agents for the 
receipt and clearance of goods but keep an eye on this

2. Over-design your stand. Goods show off better if the back- 
poms = not too complicated and a simple stand, of course, 
costs ;

3. Leave your staff on duty for abnormally long hours in a 
fair lasting more than one week.

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There are three main types of trade fair at which British goods 
can be shown overseas—the international general fair, the inter- 
national specialised fair and the All-British trade fair. The inter- 
national general fair is one which admits a wide range of goods, 
both consumer and capital goods, and is open to the goods of any 
country. Most of them, especially in Europe, North America and 
some parts of the Commonwealth, are held regularly, usually once or 
twice a year, but some in other parts of the world are held only at in- 
frequent intervals. These general fairs usually last for a period 
of ten days or a fortnight and are open to the general public as 
well as to the trade. They are therefore particularly suited to those 
industries which want to create public demand as well as trade 
interest in their products, although many of them are also excellent 
“markets” for capital goods. Some examples are Milan, Hanover, 
Leipzig, Brussels, Utrecht, Lyons in Europe and the Canadian 
National Exhibition in Toronto. 


The international specialized fair is one which admits only the 
products of one particular industry or group of allied industries. 
These events rarely last for more than one week and the public is 
usually not admitted. Trade buyers from many countries come to 
them. This type of fair is finding increasing favour with many 
industries, and their number and range is increasing almost every 
year, especially in the highly-developed markets of Western Europe 
and the United States of America. 


Whilst the international specialised fair is often a “must” for a 
firm which has already established itself as an exporter, it can also 
have special advantages for the newcomer. Because the duration is 
usually short, it will not take up too much of the time of the com- 
pany’s staff; the standard of display can be simpler than is neccessary 
at a fair open to the public; and the exporter will have a unique 
opportunity not only of meeting buyers from all over the world in his 
range of products but also of seeing the latest products and methods 
of his competitors. 


A useful list of some of the best organised specialised fairs in 
Europe and North America is contained in a booklet recently issued 
by the Board of Trade “Trade Fairs help Exports—-Hints for the 
Small Exhibitor’, which can be commended to those who are new 
to the game. Particulars of the most important forthcoming fairs, 
both general and specialized, are published regularly in the Board 
of Trade Journal. 


British representation at international fairs is patchy. It is not so 
half-hearted as the press sometimes make out— is it because journa- 
lists fail to recognise as British goods which are shown on an agent’s 
stand and therefore often under a foreign name?—-but the fact 
remains that at most of the international trade fairs, whether general 
or specialized, the West Germans and some of our other competitors 
usually outnumber us. The West Germans, in particular, are en- 
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thusiastic exhibitors at trade fairs and it is rare indeed for them not 
to be top of the list of foreign exhibitors. 


In order to increase the impact which British industry makes at 
these fairs, collective exhibits could perhaps be developed with 
advantage. Whilst a few of the major Trade Associations, like the 
British lron and Steel Federation, the Shipbuilding Conference and 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers can organise such exhibits on 
their own, other industries, especially those where the average firm 
is of small or medium size, are not so well placed. A recent example 
of the success of the collective approach was the Grocery Store 
at the British Exhibition in New York last June. There in a space 
of 5,000 sq. ft. the products of 58 British food manufacturers— 
sweets, jams, biscuits, etc.—were displayed. Retail sales as well as 
wholesale orders were provided for; the store was always crowded; 
and $150,000 were taken in retail sales alone during the seventeen 
days of the Exhibition. 


Finally, there is the All-British Trade Fair or Exhibition which is, 
of course, as its name implies, a collective exhibit on a grand 
of all types of British products. This particular form of trade fair 
was started by the Federation of British Industries, with the full 
approval of the Board of Trade, in 1953 when British Overseas 
Fairs Ltd. (B.O.F.) was formed to put on the British Trade Fair 
at Baghdad in 1954. Since then its programme has been: Copen- 
hagen 1955; British Pavilion at Damascus, 1956; Helsinki 1957; 
British Industry Pavilion at Brussels International Exhibition, 1958; 
Lisbon 1959; and this year the British Industry Pavilion at Leipzig 
and the major British Exhibition and Trade Fair in New York. 
Next year, in June, there will be the British Trade Fair at Moscow, 
organized by Industrial Fairs and Promotions Ltd., and a series of 
specialized British Trade Fairs in the autumn in Mexico City, 
organized by B.O.F. For May 1962 B.O.F. is considering plans for 
a large-scale British Trade Fair in Stockholm. 


These All-British Trade Fairs, at which the goods shown are all 
of United Kingdom origin, are designed to give a major boost to 
British exports in a selected market at a particular time when such 
a boost is needed. They are accompanied by nation-wide publicity 
campaigns, by special promotions of British goods in the shops, and 
in countries where it is appropriate, by programmes of British sup- 
porting events of wide appeal to the general public, e.g. the highly 
siccessful British Military Tattoo and Tournament in New York. 
Experience has shown that nothing else can make quite such a signi- 
ficant and major impact on a market. It is not perhaps without 
significance that an American business newsletter described the 
British Exhibition, New York, as the “sellingest” show ever staged 
there. We have achieved something if we can beat the Americans 
at their own favourite game of salesmanship! 
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Trade Prospects in South American Countries are Good 


SEVEN South American countries — Celombia, Ecuador, Peru, Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil — were visited by Mr. F. 7. Erroll, 
Minister of State, Board of Trade, between October 12 and November 
18. The Minister addressed the Walsall Chamber of Commerce on 
November 28 and described in general terms, export prospects in each 
of the countries as follows: 


Colombia. The collapse of world coffee prices some six years ago 
resulted in severe payments difficulties for Colombia in 1955 and 1956. 
This has meant an austerity programme for Colombia, and imports 
have had to be restricted to correspond with Colombia’s export 
earnings and the need to repay previous debts. In the light of these 
restrictions I would not pretend that exporting to Colombia is an 
easy matter in present conditions. Nevertheless it is an attractive 
market. There are no exchange restrictions and I know that some 
British firms are still managing to do well there. 


Colombia is quite a big country and is determined to go ahead. 
The point made to me time and again was the desire for more foreign 
capital to maintain the rate of development. Private British invest- 
ment would be most welcome. 


I visited three factories in Bogota. One was an assembly plant for 
commercial vehicles and later motor cars. All the capital for this 
venture was Colombian and a British motor firm was supplying 
components and providing technical assistance on a royalty basis. 
The second factory — producing pharmaceuticals - was a wholly- 
owned British subsidiary and the third, on which construction was 
just beginning, was a joint venture on a fifty-fifty basis. 

Colombia depends for 80 per cent. of her export earnings on coffee 
and would like to escape from this extreme degree of dependence on 
one crop by developing new export products. The two main problems 
are the development of power resources and the improvement of 
transport facilities, and by offering the necessary credit Britain could 
secure a worthwhile share of the contracts which will be granted for 
these purposes. 

Ecuador. People there are very conscious of the fact that we in 
Britain buy very little from them. Ecuador’s main exports are bananas, 
cocoa and coffee, and she is perhaps the least industrialized country 
of those I visited. Development efforts there are being concentrated 
on port improvements and better transport facilities. These should 
enable Ecuador to increase her production, and therefore her exports 
of agricultural products. Ecuador also hopes to develop a number of 
industries associated with agricultural production, such as glass and 
bottle making, extraction of fruit juices and the processing of powdered 


I heard a number of complaints about the alleged general lack of 
interest of British exporters in the area. I was told on all sides that 
British investment would be most welcome. Whereas the quality of 
British products was very much appreciated, I was told that the 
facilities for providing spares and servicing for British goods leave a lot 
to be desired. I think we could do better in Ecuador than we have 
been doing. 

Peru. Her natural resources are well diversified, which makes 
her less vulnerable to changes in world demand. Indeed Peru has had 
a free import and exchange system for over 10 years. Admittedly the 
depression in world commodity prices led to currency depreciation 
in 1958 and early 1959, but the economic situation has very much 
improved since then. I am hoping that the Peruvians will soon feel 
able to remove the tariff surcharges which were imposed with the 
consent of GATT during the period of difficulty. 

_ Peru has an industrial promotion law which provides special 
inducements for foreign investment. There are, for example, varying

degrees of tariff exemption for equipment, components and the like 
which have to be imported as part of an investment project. 


I feel sure that it would pay British contracting and engineering 
firms to take a close interest in Peruvian development projects The 
country is basically sound and has a variety of useful exports — such as 
raw cotton, sugar, non-ferrous and precious metals and fishmeal. 
There is a market for some consumer goods as well as for engineering 
products. 


A Trade Fair will be held in Lima in October 1961, and the Peruvians 
hope that British firms will exhibit. I hope that anyone who is inter- 
ested will get in touch with me. 


Chile suffered most severely from inflation in post-war years. 
The present government are trying very hard to correct matters and 
they have succeeded in stabilizing the external value of the peso 
since early 1959, although the internal cost of living has continued to 
rise. The recent earthquake disasters came at a very unfortunate time 
from an economic point of view, but the Chileans are determined to 
press ahead with their stabilization policies. 

All goods may be imported freely into Chile subject only to the prior 
deposit system. Depending on the class of goods these prior deposits 
vary from 5 per cent. to as much as 1,500 per cent. of the value of the 
imported goods. These deposits are gradually being replaced by 
non-returnable surcharges on imports. 

The Minister of Economy told me that there are laws which have 
the object of encouraging foreign capital. New industries which the 
Chileans hope to see are those for the production of cellulose and 
paper based on the domestic timber resources, production of fertilizers 
and the development of a shipbuilding and fishing industry. I was 
told that although the quality of British goods is highly regarded 
our prices often seem very high, and that prices are frequently more 
important than quality. 

Argentina is our best market in South America. British traders 
certainly should have advantages in Argentina, because we are Argen- 
tina’s best market. 

Argentina is concentrating on basic industries such as oil and steel 
because if production can be developed sufficiently these products will

no longer need to be imported. This will release foreign exchange 
earnings for the import of other types of goods. 


The problem which overshadows all others is the need for credit 
facilities for which there is great demand in Argentina. Argentinians 
were surprised when I told them that E.C.G.D. covers more British 
exports for Argentina than for any other country in the world outside 
the Commonwealth. I left Argentina with the impression that here 
was a country with a big future. 


Uruguay like many of the other countries visited, has been through 
a period of economic crisis from which it is now emerging. Although 
the system of prior deposits on imports and tariff surcharges is still 
in force, practically all imports have recently been liberalized. There is, 
therefore, an opportunity for British exporters to sell more in the 
Uruguayan market. 


Uruguay has been traditionally a good market for British goods, 
and we are very popular there. Indeed the President of Uruguay told 
me that his countrymen tended to look on Great Britain as ‘a god- 
father,’ and they all hoped that the traditional British interest in the 
country would be maintained. 


Finally, I spent a week in Brazil, a country bigger than the 
United States of America. After a day in Brasilia — the amazing new 
capital in the Brazilian interior — I went both to Sao Paulo and Rio de 
Janeiro. Driving by car through the State of Sao Paulo showed me, as 
nothing else could, the extent to which Brazil has already industrialized 
herself. 


Many people have written about the potential of Brazil during the 
next few decades, and from what I saw I am confident that they are 
right. If our trade is to get some advantage from the development of 
Brazil we must, I am sure, make more effort to sell there and to obtain 
contracts. The fact that the arrears of Brazil’s commercial debts to the 
United Kingdom have now been paid off will, I hope, have the effect 
of encouraging British businessmen to devote more attention to this 
important market. 


A few general lessons, are these: Almost without exception, the 
countries of South America are making strenuous efforts to stabilize 
their economies. They are trying to hold down the internal cost of 
living and to prevent further depreciation of the external value of 
their currencies. This involves, as we know from our own experience, 
stern measures of self-discipline and it is encouraging to see that this 
need is being faced. Although import restrictions are a handicap to 
trade in many goods — South American countries are increasingly 
producing their own consumer goods — there are still plenty of 
opportunities for direct trade, particularly in machinery and plant of 
various kinds. Private investment, especially by means of joint ventures, 
would be most welcome in all these countries and the adage ‘trade 
follows investment’ has a good deal of validity in South America. 


I am going to end my speech with a few remarks about credits — a 
subject which arouses passionate interest on both sides of the Atlantic. 
While I was in South America the President of the Board of Trade 
announced certain extensions to the facilities which E.C.G.D. are 
able to offer. E.C.G.D. have now been authorized to offer credit 
insurance terms which will enable British manufacturers to meet the 
terms granted by credit insurers in other countries. They have also 
been authorized to approve applications for part period cover in 
certain cases. | am hopeful that these extensions will be of use to 
British businessmen who are on the lookout for contracts in South 
America.

‘Recently the Board of Trade lished for the first time some 
figures of the overseas earnings of companies and their subsidiaries. 
This is an contribution to the closer analysis we are trying 
to make of all the items that lead up to changes in our overall 
monetary position. I imagine most of the work on the detailed 

i was done by firms’ accountants,’ the Chancellor 
said. ‘Much the same no doubt is true of the improvements which 
now enable us to publish fairly detailed figures of the national 
income every quarter instead of only once a year. This work is based 
on accounting concepts, and it is one of very great use. On one side 
is put the value of what is produced, and on the other side the cost 
of producing it. It is vitally important for us to see this relationship 
accurately, for if the costs of production rises too rapidly we will 
run into an inflationary situation. This is only one of the many 
uses to which the national income figures are put. Just as with the 
trading and other accounts of a firm, they enable the Government 
to see what is happening in various fields—for example, in 
investment and its financing, and the distribution of incomes — and 
so to make more realistic forward plans. 


“The main object of all this activity is not only to write economic 
history, i.c. to survey the past, but also to provide the essential 
knowledge upon whiih judgments can be made about the likely 
course of the economy in time for us to be able to influence it 
correctly. In expressing, therefore, my appreciation of the help that 
accountants in industry and commerce are giving I would stress the 
importance of getting the figures in to us as quickly as possible.’

OVERSEAS visitors to Britain in September numbered more than 
168,000, says the British Travel and Holidays Association, Britain’s 
official tourist organization. This figure brought the number of arrivals 
in the first nine months of the year to approximately 1,396,500 — more 
than the total for the whole of record-breaking 1959. 


The number of overseas visitors in September showed a 21 per cent 
increase over the same month last year.

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Letter to the President 


U.K. Exporter’s Tribute to North American Services 


The following appreciation of the help given to a United King- 
[dom business head by official posts in Canada and the United 
States, has been sent to the President of the Board of Trade for 
publication in the Board of Trade Journal: 


Dear Sir, 

It has recently been my pleasure to spend five weeks in the United 
States and Canada, on a business trip concerned with the appointment 
of an Agent to sell our product in Canada and a re-appraisal of the 
United States market where, for the past ten years, our product has been 
manufactured and sold under licence. 

The product is a patented valve unique in its field for handling 
powders and granular substances, and it is essential to use a well-trained 
technical sales force to ensure satisfaction by the user. 


Past results from our licensed manufacturer in the United 
States has been disappointing and, prior to my visit, | invited the 
Board of Trade to assist us in finding other interested distributors or 
firms who might like to manufacture and market the product. There 
was a possibility at the same time that we might be able to persuade our 
existing licensees to re-organize their selling activities based on the 
supply of valves made in the United Kingdom. 


This letter is addressed to you because | am sure you would like to 
know my reaction to the services your department provide. 


It was most helpful for us to use the facilities of the British Embassy 
in Washington to distribute samples of our valves to the various Consular 
and Trade Commissioners’ offices, where they were shown to pros- 
pective United States Companies in advance of my visit. This service 
alone was of considerable help to the success of my visit. When | 
reached New York, the staff of the British Consulate gave me valuable 
information and assistance with regard to marketing and distribution 
in the United States, and they also introduced me to a number of 
Companies | wanted to see. This also applied to the Consular Officials 
in Chicago and Detroit. Whilst | was in Detroit, the British Vice Consul 
introduced me to British businessmen who had experience of direct 
marketing in the United States, and, as a result of this meeting, | was 
able to form opinions about alternative arrangements that could be 
made for direct selling in the United States of America. 


By the time | met our licensee, | had interviewed a number of dis- 
tributors, and interested manufacturers, and | had also seen a number 
of Companies where our product should be in use. As a result of this 
activity, | was able to arrange for a new Licence Agreement with our 
existing Company for them to purchase valves made in the United 
Kingdom. 

in Canada, | obtained help from the British Consular Officials in 
Toronto and Montreal, who directed me to distributors whom they 
had interviewed and who had expressed interest. 


The main purpose of this letter is to tell you how much | appreciated 
the various services offered through the rd of Trade, and to con- 
gratulate the staff on their helpful insight into my problems. 

it is my firm belief that the British exporter should make much 
more use of the service offered, because | heard the stories of disappoint- 
ment from the Consular staffs who had often worked hard to arran 
introductions, and were let down by the business people themselves, 
who never even bothered to call at their offices. 

Perhaps my letter could be used to give an assurance to businessmen 
that there is available a very valuable service for their needs in export 
problems of this nature. 

It would be wrong to conclude without mention of the United States 
businessman himself. | was received everywhere with courteous 
help, a direct approach which saved time, and every facility was given 
me to discuss technical matters with the right people. 

| believe that there is a good atmosphere existing in the United 
States of America and Canada for United Kingdom firms to go out there 
and sell a technical product.

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EFTA—Origin Rules for Certain Plastics 


THE COUNCIL of the European Free Trade Association have 

decided that special arrangements should be introduced for the 

operation of the qualifying processes for certain products made from 
The products concerned are: 


(i) Unsupported film falling within Brussels Nomenclature 

' Heading 39.02 which either does not exceed 0-15 mm. in 
thickness or does not exceed 150 grammes per square metre 
and is made from (a) polyethylenes, (b) ethylene copolymers, 
or (c) polypropylenes ; 

(ii) Articles falling within Brussels Nomenclature Heading 39.07 
made from the following artificial resins: (a) polyethylenes, 
(b) ethylene copolymers, (c) polypropylenes, (d) polyamides 6, 
polyamides 6/6 and polyamides 6/10, (e) butadiene — toughened 
polystyrenes, (f) styrene copolymers, (g) cellulose acetates, or 
(h) cellulose nitrates. 


The qualifying processes* for these products include the proviso 
that 50 per cent. or more of the artificial resins used are of area origin. 
It has, however, been established that technically unsatisfactory 
results may be obtained from mixing together artificial resins of the 
same type but of different origin, so that producers are not able to 
take advantage of the present provision which permits them to claim 
EFTA treatment for goods containing a proportion of non-area 
resins. 

For this reason it has been agreed that where a producer has ex- 
ported to EFTA countries products of the kinds mentioned in para- 
graph 2 above, made by the relative qualifying processes from artificial 
resins all of which are of Area origin, he may be permitted in the 
following six months to claim Area tariff treatment for products of the 
same kind which have been produced from the same weight of the 
same type of resins of non-Area origin, and in respect of which all the 
conditions of the same qualifying process, except the proviso relating 
to the 50 per cent. Area origin have been fulfilled. 


These arrangements will operate from December 1. United King- 
dom producers who wish to take advantage of them must first be 
authorised to do so by H.M. Customs and Excise. 


Inquiries should be addressed to: The Secretary, H.M. Customs 
and Excise, Section 24, King’s Beam House, Mark Lane, London, 
E.C.3. H.M. Customs will consider each application individually and 
will require: 

. The description of the finished products. 

. Details of all the materials used. 

. A statement of the sources of supply of the artificial resins 
involved. 

. A description of the accounting system it is proposed to adopt 
in order to show that the conditions of these arrangements have 
been fulfilled (H.M. Customs will supply, on request, a specimen 
form showing the minimum information which must be re- 
corded), 


A producer who is given permission to adopt this system of account- 
ing mixing must keep adequate records showing details of exportations 
by himself, or by an exporter, of his products for which EFTA treat- 
ment is claimed under these arrangements. These records, which 
must be available for inspection by H.M. Customs, must not supersede 
the normal accounting system (especially stock accounting) which the 
producer has to maintain in order to be able to show on verification 
that his product complies with the rules of origin contained in the 
Convention.

Each declaration or Certificate of Origin completed in respect of 
finished products exported under these arrangements must state the 
type of resin used and bear the words ‘Accounting mixing.’ 


The European Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) 
(Amendment No. 3) Regulations, 1960 


The special arrangements relating to accounting mixing for certain 
plastics described above apply to goods imported into the United 
Kingiom from other EFTA countries as well as to goods exported 
from the United Kingdom to other EFTA countries. The European 
Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) (Amendment No. 3) 
Regulations, 1960, S.I. 1960, No. 2131, which came into operation 
on December 1, provide means for determining the eligibility of the 
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goods concerned for Convention rates of duty on importation into the 
United Kingdom.

Import Duties (EFTA) (No. 3) Order, 1960 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (European Free 
Trade Association) (No. 3) Order, 1960, which has been published as 
Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 2138. 


This Order amends the Import Duties (European Free Trade 
Association) Order, 1960* so as to make mesoInositol hexanicotinate 
(classified in tariff heading 29.35) and Calcium D-pantothenate 
(classified in tariff heading 29.38) free of duty when produced in 
and consigned from the EFTA area. 


These chemicals are liable to full duty of 334 per cent. ad valorem 
but this duty was temporarily suspended under the provisions of the 
Import Duties (Temporary Exemptions) (No. 10) Order, 1959 
(S.I. 1959, No. 1842). This Order expired on September 30, and it 
was decided not to renew the temporary exemption in respect of 
these two items. However because these items were exempt from duty 
on January 1, 1960 (the base date for the purposes of the EFTA 
Conventiont) they are entitled to exemption from duty when of 
EFTA origin, unless the conditions laid down in Annex A to the 
EFTA Convention apply. In the case of these items, the conditions 
laid down in Annex A do not apply and accordingly the present 
Order provides, as from November 29, 1960, for the exemption from 
duty of the two items when produced in and consigned from the EFTA 
area. 


These new EFTA rates of duty are shown in an amendment, also 
published today, to the Customs and Excise Tariff.

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Imports of Fresh Apples 


NOTICE TO IMPORTERS No. 941 dated June 8, 1960, invited applica - 
tions for licences to import fresh apples during the second half of 
1960 and announced the merging of the Yugoslav bilateral quota for 
apples with the global quota. Notice to Importers No. 949 dated 
July 27, 1960, set out the arrangements for merging the pears element 
of the former Argentine combined quota for fresh apples and pears 
with the global quota. As stated in paragraph 3 of that Notice, similar 
arrangements are now being made for apples during the next licensing 
period. 

Accordingly, the new quota for imports of fresh apples from all 
the countries of the Dollar and Relaxation Areas for the first six 
months of 1961 will be 1,375,000 cwts. and applications are invited to 
import under it. 

Licences will be issued only to traders who held licences under any 
or all of the constituent global or bilateral quotas.

Import Duties (Temporary Exemptions) (No. 11) 
Order, 1960 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Temporary Exemp- 
tions) (No. 11) Order, 1960. 


The First Schedule to the Order provides for the exemption from 
import duty from December 1, 1960, until October 1, 1961, or to 
such other date as is shown in the Order, of certain goods (mainly 
chemicals) which are at present liable to import duty. 

The Second Schedule to the Order provides for the continued 
exemption until October 1, 1961, or to such other date as is shown in 
the Order, of certain goods (mainly chemicals and iron and steel goods) 
which are at present temporarily exempt from duty. 

The Order came into operation on December 1, 1960, and has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 2163.

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Census of Production Results for 19¢9 


This article presents the first results of the census of production in respect of the year 1959. It is divided into 
two parts — the first part discusses the nature of the census and its comparability with censuses for previous 
years; the second the results of the census. 


Nature of the Inquiry 


‘Tue census for 1959 was the first of a new series of simple annual 
inquiries following the detailed census taken for 1958 (*). The in- 
formation required was reviewed in the light of the information now 
available from other sources with the assistance of an Advisory 
Committee appointed in October, 1958. Following this review, it was 
decided that the census should be simpler than any taken previously, 
and that information should be collected about three items only. 
‘These are: the value of goods sold and work done, stocks and work in 
progress and capital expenditure. 

The limitation of the census to only these three items made possible 
a change in the unit for which census returns were made. In all pre- 
vious censuses of production the basic statistical unit for which 
information was collected was the establishment, usually corresponding 
with an individual factory or workshop, although returns have some- 
times been accepted for a group of establishments engaged in the same 
industry. For 1959, the figures returned in the census related to the 
whole of the business - a company or a group of companies, but 
excluding any subsidiary companies mainly operating overseas. 
Where, however, a firm was engaged in a number of quite different 
activities, separate returns for each main activity or division were 
required. 

This broader unit — the business unit - is a more satisfactory one 
for collecting information about capital expenditure and stocks because 
it ensures that the figures are complete and nothing is left out. The 
census figures for 1959 include, for example, stocks held abroad (tf) 
and stocks held by separate selling organizations, which were omitted 
from all the earlier censuses, all of which may not have been covered 
by any other inquiry. They also include capital expenditure at estab- 
lishments where production had not yet begun (which had to be 
obtained previously by means of a separate supplementary inquiry) 
and capital expenditure at head offices and in places where ancillary 
activities are carried on (e.g. laboratories, and building maintenance 
departments), which may not have always been included in census 
returns made on an establishment basis. The adoption of a business 
unit basis makes it possible for the census of production figures of 
sales, capital expenditure and stocks to dovetail more easily with the 
Annual Inquiry into the Distributive and Service Trades, which is 
also on a business unit basis (J). 


The same statistical reporting unit is also used, as far as possible, 
in the quarterly inquiries into stocks and capital expenditure. This 
means that the census will provide a better statistical framework and 
benchmark for these inquiries and will enable the sampling methods 
used in them to be improved. 


The Census for 1959 covered all firms employing 25 persons or 
more, but firms which had already provided the Board of Trade with 
quarterly figures of capital expenditure and of stocks during the year 
were not required to complete census returns. A special return, 
however, was made by these firms to provide annual figures of sales 
and work done which are not covered by their quarterly returns. 
Firms making quarterly returns accounted for 62 per cent. of both 
the estimated total capital expenditure and of the estimated total value 
of stocks held by manufacturing industries in 1959. 


Estimates of the sales, capital expenditure and stocks held by firms 
employing less than 25 persons — representing 6 per cent. of total 
sales by manufacturing industries in 1958 — were made by assuming 
that they represented the same proportion of sales in each industry 
group in 1959 as in 1958. Estimates were also made for the firms which

had not made returns to the Board of Trade by the beginning of 
October; their sales are estimated at 14 per cent. of total sales by 
manufacturing industries. In previous censuses of production (in 
which, of course, rather more detailed questions were asked) the 
allowance made for outstanding and unsatisfactory returns had always 
been much greater. In the 1958 census, for example, the allowance 
made in November of last year was 7 per cent. 


Firms were required to make returns in respect of the calendar 
year, 1959, but if no figures were available for this period, returns 
could be made for a business year ending on any date from April 6, 
1959, to April 5, 1960. This follows the practice of previous censuses. 
On the other hand, the quarterly returns of capital expenditure and 
= incorporated in the census figures relate to the calendar year 


The new basis of the returns means that the census results for 1959 
cannot be presented in as much detail by industry as in previous years. 
Firms were asked to give separate figures where they had branches 
which were carried on as separate businesses in more than one of a 
given list of about 30 different industry groups. These groups were 
chosen with a view to minimizing the number of cases in which more 
than one return would be required from any business concern. It 
is, therefore, only possible to publish separate figures for these industry 
groups. Also the classification of the various firms’ activities to the 
different industry groups was not in all cases on the same basis in 
1959 as in 1958. Activities classified by firms to one industry group in 
1959 were in many cases spread over two or more industry groups in 
returns made on an establishment basis in 1958. This lack of com- 
parability applies particularly to the largest concerns in industry, 
most of which made quarterly returns. 


For the reasons already given, the figures for 1959 are generally 
wider in scope than the figures for 1958. In the accompanying tables, 
estimates of capital expenditure in 1958 have been adjusted, so far as 
possible, on to a business unit basis; the figures in italics are on the 
original establishment basis (§). The adjustment from an establish- 
ment basis to a business unit basis was made by substituting figures 
of capital expenditure by firms providing quarterly returns on a 
business unit basis during 1958 for their figures on an establishment 
basis returned in the annual census of production for 1958. For 
manufacturing industry as a whole, the effect of the adjustments was 
to increase total capital expenditure (net) in 1958 from £876 million 
to £911 million — about 4 per cent. 


No adjustment has been made to the figures of stocks and work in 
progress for the year 1958, but an indication of the effect of the changes 
between 1958 and 1959 figures can be obtained by comparing the 
estimated value of stocks held at the end of 1958 (on an establishment 
basis) with the estimates of stocks held at the beginning of 1959 (on a 
business unit basis). 


There are three principal reasons which explain why the estimated 
value of stocks at the end of 1958 should differ from their estimated 
value at the beginning of 1959. First, the figures for 1959 are wider in 
scope than the figures for 1958 as they include stocks held by separate 
selling organizations and stocks held abroad, both of which are gener- 
ally excluded by firms making returns on an establishment basis. 
Second, the 12 monthly period covered by firms’ returns in the census 
for 1958 does not in many important cases end on December 31, 
whereas the quarterly returns made for 1959 when aggregated relate 
to the calendar year. Third, the stocks classified to one industry group 
in 1959 may have been spread over several industry groups in 1958. 


For a number of industry groups the differences between the

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estimated value of stocks held at the end of 1958 and at the beginning 
of 1959 are particularly large and some explanation is necessary. For 
the tobacco industry, the 1959 figure includes inter alia all stocks 
held in bond, whereas the 1958 figure includes only a part of them. 
For the shipbuilding and marine engineering industry group, work in 
progress is excluded from the returns made by shipbuilders for 1959, 
whereas it is included for their marine engineering establishments in 
their annual census returns for 1958. For both the mechanical engineer- 
ing and the electrical engineering industry groups, the differences are 
due partly to the inclusion of wholesale selling departments in 1959 
and partly to differences in industrial classification and in the period of 
return. For the mineral oil refining industry, the figure for 1959 
includes a proportion of stocks which had not reached refineries, 
which are excluded from the establishment figures for 1958. 


For manufacturing industry as a whole, the estimated value of 
stocks held by business units at the beginning of 1959 exceed the 
estimated value of stocks held by establishments at the end of 1958 by 
about £340 million, or 7 per cent. Most of this can be explained by 
differences in coverage; only a relatively small part appears to have been 
due to differences in firms’ periods of return. It follows that this 
ncrease in the estimate of the total stocks held by manufacturing

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industries will be partly offset by a decrease in the estimate of the total 
stocks held by wholesalers which have hitherto included stocks held 
by manufacturers’ wholesale selling departments. : 

Figures of sales and work done for 1959 cannot be compared with 
those for 1958 as they are on a different basis. It is not possible to 
adjust the figures for 1958 on to a business unit basis as has been done 
for capital expenditure, nor is it possible to provide a link between 
the old basis and the new basis as has been done with stocks. The 
business unit figures of sales are smaller than the establishment 
figures since duplication of sales between establishments within the 
same business unit was mostly eliminated; on the other hand, the 
business unit figures are larger than the establishment figures to the 
extent that they include the value added by wholesale selling organiza- 
tions. 

The annual censuses of production for 1960, 1961 and 1962 will 
also be on a business unit basis but, unlike the census for 1959, they 
will be based on sample inquiries, like those carried out, for example, 
for the years 1956 and 1957. It is planned, however, again to collect 
detailed information on the traditional establishment basis in a full 
census for 1963.

Results for 1959 


The results set out in Tables 1 and 2 show that the capital expendi- 
ture by manufacturing industries fell by 6 per cent. from 1958 to 
1959, and the value of stocks and work in progress rose by 3 per cent. 
during 1959. These figures compare with previous estimates that 
capital expenditure fell by 8 per cent. from 1958 to 1959, and that the 
value of stocks and work in progress rose by 24 per cent. during 1959.* 
The revisions are small in relation to both the levels of capital expendi- 
ture and stocks in manufacturing industry and the gross national 
product. 


Capital Expenditure 

The estimates in Table 2 show that capital expenditure by manu- 
facturing industries amounted to £855 million in 1959 compared with 
£911 million in 1958 — a fall of 6 per cent. Prices of fixed assets were 
little different on average in 1959 and in 1958 so that, measured at 
constant prices, the fall in capital expenditure between ‘the two years 
was also 6 per cent. Compared with 1958, expenditure on new building 
work was 14 per cent. lower in 1959, expenditure (net) on plant and 
machinery was 44 per cent. lower, but expenditure (net) on vehicles 
was 7 per cent. higher. Fifteen out of the 28 manufacturing industry 
groups shared in this fall in capital expenditure between 1958 and 
1959. The largest percentage falls were in expenditure by the mineral

oil refining industry and by the paper and board industry group, which 
recorded falls of about 45 per cent. and 30 per cent. respectively. 
There were also falls of 10 per cent. or more in the iron and steel, 
mechanical engineering, and the aircraft industry groups. The largest 
rises in capital expenditure between the two years were in the light 
metal manufacturing, the man-made fibres, cotton, etc., industry and 
in ‘other manufacturing’, which showed rises of about a quarter, and 
in the timber, furniture, etc., industry group which recorded a rise 
of two-fifths. 


In the census for 1959, firms were asked for the first time to give 
details of their purchases and sales of land and existing buildings. 


For manufacturing industries as a whole, purchases amounted to 
£39 million and sales to £28 million. 


Stocks and Work in Progress 


Table 1 shows that stocks and work in progress held by manu- 
facturing industries are estimated to have risen by £138 million, or 
by 3 per cent., during 1959. This is not the same thing as the value of 
the physical increase in stocks and work in progress during the year 
as no deduction has been made for the element of stock appreciation 
included in the figures. During 1959 the value of goods on hand for 
sale rose by £17 million, or 14 per cent.; the value of work in progress 
rose by £73 million, or 4 per cent.; and the value of stocks of materials,

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stores and fuel held rose by £48 million, or 2} per cent. Stocks and 
work in progress rose in 22 out of the 28 manufacturing industry 
groups, the largest increases appearing in the electrical engineering, 
the wool, and the motor vehicles industry groups. 


Comparison with Previous Estimates 


Previous estimates of capital expenditure and of changes in the 
stocks and work in progress held by manufacturing industry in 1959 
have been based on voluntary returns made in the quarterly inquiries. 
The revisions to the 1959 figures are partly due to the fuller informa- 
tion now available — the estimates now published being based on a 
coverage of 92 per cent. of manufacturing industry, compared with 
the 62 per cent. covered by the quarterly inquiries. But in part they 
also are the consequence of the change from an establishment to a 
business unit basis; this is because the earlier estimates were made by 
using the voluntary returns in conjunction with the results of the 
Census of Production for 1958, so that they were in effect establish- 
ment based. 

Details of the revisions are given in the following table, which shows 
that they were not unduly large in any of the major industrial groups.

Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL index of industrial production for Northern 
Ireland for September, 1960, prepared by the Ministry of Commerce, 
is 126. Average, 1954 = 100. This is four points higher than the 
index for August, 1960, and six points higher than the index for 
September, 1959. The index of production for each month of 1960 
has been higher than for the corresponding month of 1959. The 
index numbers for the major trade groups, with the exception of 
construction, are higher in September, 1960, than in September, 1959. 


The greatest increase is in ‘other manufacturing industries,’ due 
in part to production in new factories in this sector. The index 
numbers of the main industrial groups in September, 1960, with the 
increase or decrease on September, 1959, shown in brackets, are: 
textiles, 108 (+4); clothing, 127 (+5); engineering and metals, 
115 (+3); food, drink and tobacco, 165 (+11); other manufacturing 
industries, 146 (+26); construction, 115 (—7); gas, electricity and 
water, 125 (+15). 





Industrial Assurance Report 


The annual report for 1959 of the Industrial Assurance Com- 
missioner published on November 7, 1960, deals with the industrial 
assurance business tran by 14 companies and 93 collecting 
societies during the year. Industrial Assurance business may be de- 
fined briefly as the business of effecting assurances on human life 
where the premiums are payable at intervals of less than two months 
and are received by collectors who make house-to-house visits for the 
purpose.

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New Equipment at Industrial Photographic 
Exhibition 
THE Industrial Photographic and Television Exhibition which was 
held at the Albert Hall, London, from November 21 to 25 featured 


many ‘first appearances’ of new equipment, new processes and new 
uses demonstrated by the exhibitors. These included: 


The first public demonstration of equipment enabling X-ray 
pictures to be developed in 15 seconds by a process known as 
xeroradiography, which harnesses the speed and cheapness of 
xerography — electrical photography -to X-ray work; 


the first display of a new underwater television camera. 
Primarily hand-held equipment and virtually weightless in water, 
the camera provides a valuable adjunct in submarine investiga- 
tions by divers. Alternatively, the camera can be lowered from 
the surface for the periodic examination of dock and other 
fixed installations; 


the first appearance of a new closed circuit television camera, 
costing a third of the price of a normal camera and claimed to 
have a number of revolutionary features. It can be used with 
405 or 625 line receivers and is of completely British design; 


and the first showing of a new 8 mm. cine-sound projector. 
Consisting of a combined tape-recorder and projector with 
automatic synchronization, this projector enables sound to be 
recorded while the film is running through. Secret of the syn- 
chronization is the motor which is the driving source for both 
projector and tape.j,y 


These were but a few of the many examples of new equipment 
in the exhibition which was organized by Industrial and Trade 
Fairs Ltd., and which was more than 25 per cent. larger with a wider 
range of television and photographic equipment than at the previous 
exhibition held about eighteen months ago. 


The Earl of Drogheda, chairman of Industrial and Trade Fairs 
Ltd., said in a foreword to the catalogue that the main purpose of 
the exhibition was to stimulate the use of photographic equipment 
in industry and to make more widely known the ways in which modern 
photographic techniques could assist industry and save both time 
and money. 


Visitors to this year’s exhibition saw engineering drawings re- 
produced at the rate of 20 feet a minute, offset litho plates produced 
in daylight in three minutes, documents copied on to ordinary 
untreated office paper at the rate of six a minute — all by xerography. 
Further emphasis on speed was provided by a display illustrating 
the working of the new mobile Camera Patrol System recently 
introduced by the Jockey Club. A new film and new methods of 
processing enable a race to be photographed from start to finish 
with a complete film ready for viewing within three to five minutes 
of the end of the race. 


A new economical way of showing a whole range of products in 
true-to-life colours was also seen at the exhibition. By a multiple 
picture system, up to 48 different pictures can be presented on a 
single sheet which could be valuable for sales promotion purposes. 
This colour reproduction avoids costly block-making charges for 
short runs, involves the minimum printing delays and can keep 
the cost as low as a shilling a picture. 


Other features of the exhibition included a machine which waxes 
and cleans films in one operation and has an output speed of 40 feet 
a minute; a 16 mm. sound track projector weighing only 23 lb.; a 
specially low-priced underwater housing fitting camera and selling 
complete with flash contacts at less than £20; film editing equipment 
newly adapted to take 17-55 mm. sound tracks; a full range of lenses 
and accessories; a new high-speed camera with a capacity for 800 
feet of 35 mm. film with taking speed ranging 20-2,500 pictures a 
second, push button controlled; and a demonstration of the possibili- 
ties of sound and vision transmitted over private cables. 


In addition to the exhibition there were special events which 
included a lecture on ‘Modern trends in cine lenses’ given at the 
Central Office of Information theatre at Hercules Road, and a 
conference of the British National Committee for high speed 
photography at the Lecture Theatre, Victoria and Albert Museum.

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Increase in Tonnage Recorded for Third Quarter 


THE TOTAL NET TONNAGE Of vessels in the foreign trade entering 
and clearing with cargo at United Kingdom ports during the third 
quarter of this year showed an increase of 4 per cent. over that 
recorded for the corresponding period of 1959, 

The net tonnage of Commonwealth vessels entering and clearing 
with cargo was 2 per cent. less than in the third quarter of 1959, and 
the Commonwealth share of the total entrances and clearances with 
cargo fell from 54 to 51 per cent. 


The tonnage of foreign vessels entering and clearing with cargo 
rose by 11 per cent. compared with 1959, the most marked increase

being for vessels flying the Netherlands and Liberian flags. 


Total entrances and clearances with cargo were higher than a 
year ago from and to European, African, Persian Gulf and Indian 
areas and lower from and to most other areas. Most of the principal 
ports shared in the increased shipping activity, but London recorded 
a decrease of 3 per cent. The largest increases were recorded at 
Liverpool and Glasgow. Arrivals and departures with cargo in the 


coasting trade again showed a slight decrease over the corresponding 
quarter in 1959.

Definitions 
(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom so long as the vessel has on board cargo 


shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage.

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 


entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 
in October 


MANUFACTURERS’ deliveries of domestic furniture in October are 
estimated on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers 
at a value of £11-5 million. 


Bi provisional index of deliveries for October, which allows for 
ce changes and variations in the length of the working month, 
soaude at 113 (1954 = 100) compared with 123 in October 1959. 
Estimated orders on hand at the end of October amounted to [10-6 
million which compares with {12-7 million at the end of October 
1959. 


The final figure for the value of deliveries in the third quarter of 
1960 stood at {28-1 (compared with the estimate of [28-4 
million) and this showed a fall of 3 per cent. on the corresponding 
quarter of last year. When allowance is made for price changes, the 
index of deliveries in the third quarter was 89 (1954 = 100) which 
compares with 95 in the corresponding quarter last year. The final 
figures for orders on hand at the end of September was {10-4 
million compared with the estimate based on a sample of returns of 
£106 million. 


The provisional monthly totals for July-September have now 
been adjusted to accord with the final quarterly figures. The indices 
of the volume of deliveries, in which adjustments have been made 
for variations in the length of the working month and for price 
changes, have also been revised as follows:

New Atomic Energy Film 


A new colour film, ‘R. & D.’ (Research and Development), has been 
made by the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority.

It also 
shaws the development of high performance fuel elements for use in 
prototypes of new reactors.

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Sales and Stocks of Plastics Materials in the Third 
Quarter of 1960 


NET SALES of plastics materials of United Kingdom manufacture 
declined from 143,100 tons in the second quarter to 127,800 tons 
in the third quarter of this year. Sales in the quarter were not quite 
6 per cent. higher than in the third quarter of last year, which 
conapares with a rate of increase of 12 per cent. in the second quarter 
and 29 per cent. in the first quarter of this year. It is probable that 
after allowing for seasonal fluctuations, the level of total sales in the 
first three quarters of this year has been fairly static. 


Direct exports of plastics materials have also been fairly static 
this year; at 37,400 tons in the third quarter they accounted for some 
29 per cent. of total sales (a proportion which has remained more or 
less constant since the last quarter of 1958). Imports have been very 
heavy throughout this year, but are not showing any further growth; 
imports in the third quarter at 21,900 tons were 58 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. 


Estimated United Kingdom consumption of plastics materials 
during the first nine months of the year (United Kingdom manu- 
facturers’ sales less exports plus imports) was some 24 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier, with a much higher rate of expansion at 
the beginning than at the end of the period. 


The build up of stocks continued in the third quarter. Stocks of 
thermoplastic materials increased by 15,200 tons which is equivalent 
to something like two weeks’ production, and gave a stock level at 
end September of 71,900 tons, or approaching 10 weeks production. 
Stocks of thermosetting materials increased only slightly to 19,800 
tons, which represented some 5 weeks production. 


Sales of thermoplastic materials in the third quarter, at 78,800 
tons, were about 54 per cent. higher than a year ago; sales of acrylics 
maintained the notably high rate of expansion characteristic of recent 
periods. Sales of thermosetting materials, at 49,000 tons, were over 
6 per cent. higher than in the third quarter of 1959. In this group, 
sales of phenolics and cresylics and aminoplastics, which account 
for the bulk of sales, were expanding at a little above the average 
rate, while sales of alkyds were about 5 per cent. lower than a year 
ago. 

The figures were compiled from returns from nearly 170 firms 
known to have been manufacturing plastics materials, whether for 
sale or for use in the production of plastic goods or incorporation 
in other goods (e.g. paint) containing plastics materials. Firms 
making cables who manufacture plastics materials from purchased 
resins are excluded. Synthetic resins for use as textiles are also 
excluded. The figures are free of duplication, i.e. double counting 
of plastics materials at different stages of production.

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in September 


SALES by wholesale textile houses in September showed a large 
seasonal increase and reached a level 8 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. In the third quarter sales were 6 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier; in the first and second quarters they had been higher 
by 11 and 9 per cent. respectively. 


The value of stocks held by wholesale textile houses showed the 
usual small seasonal decline in September, but allowing for such 
seasonal movements the tendency for stocks to be increased 
continued. At end-September stocks were 10 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier, after being 5 per cent. higher at the end of both the 
first and second quarters of the year.

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Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


NEW ORDERS continued to be received in the industries producing 
engineering and electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial 
Classification), locomotives and railway track equipment, railway 
carriages and wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled 
tractors, at a high rate in seo ea With deliveries rising, seasonally, 
after the holidays, orders on hand increased less rapidly than in July 
and August. At the end of September they were 6 per cent. more than 
at the end of June and 17 per cent. more than at the end of 1959. 


It is provisionally estimated that the volume of production in the 
pen genes am and electrical industries in September was 2 per 
cent. more than in September 1959. In the third quarter it is estimated 
that production was 5 per cent. more than a year earlier. Following 
imcreases of 12 per cent. in the first four months of the year and of 
8 per cent. in May and June, this indicates a further slackening in 
the rate of growth of engineering production to probably quite a 
email figure.

Exports of engineering products have been falling since the first 
quarter of this year. The volume of exports of engineering and elec- 
trical goods was, none-the-less, 8 per cent. more than in the third quarter 
of 1959, The increases were in exports of non-electric machinery and 
in scientific instruments; exports of electric machinery, apparatus and 
appliances were less; for some kinds of equipment substantially less, 
than a year earlier. 


An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was pub- 
lished in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182).

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Import and Export Prices in October 


IN OCTOBER the export price index was unchanged from the 
previous month’s level of 112 (1954 = 100), Although the import 
price index moved up one point to 99 this increase did not affect 
the terms of trade which has now been steady at 88 for five months. 


The upward movement of two points in the import price index 
for the food, beverages and tobacco class continues to reflect the 
normal seasonal increase at this time of the year. The index numbers 
of import prices of both basic materials and fuels were virtually 


A fall of one point in the export price index for metal manufactures 
was more than balanced by increases of two points in the indices for 
both the textiles and other manufactures groups, but this was not 
sufficient to alter the total index for manufactured goods. The index 


for engineering products remained at the same level reached in 
September. 


The method of calculating the import and export price indices was 
explained in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 1958.

Prime Minister’s Message Launches 
Export Course 


THE PRIME MINISTER has sent a message of good wishes to Mr. 
J. V. Connolly, Principal of the Sundridge Park Management Centre 
in Kent, where the first of a series of one week residential courses 
on Export Management for directors and senior executives has 
opened. 

The message says: ““Nothing is more important to this country’s 
well-being, and its influence in the world, than the ability to sell 
our products successfully overseas. Anything that makes a contribu- 
tion to greater efficiency in this highly competitive field is strongly 
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to be welcomed. I hope that all who attend these courses will profit 
from them and go on to enjoy ever increasing success in their efforts 
to expand their sales in overseas markets’. 


The purpose of the courses is to review the factors affecting 
Britain’s export policy and marketing procedures under present 
world conditions. The principles and techniques discussed are 
equally applicable to large and small organizations handling products 
from capital equipment to consumer goods. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday November 24 


Advisory Committee in United Kingdom for Commonwealth 
Trainees 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked what the membership was and what were the functions of the 
Advisory Committee on Facilities for Commonwealth Trainees in 
the United Kingdom; if this committee had yet met; and if he would 
make a statement. 


Replying, Mr. Maudling said that the Commonwealth Education 
Conference held in July 1959 suggested increased mutual assistance 
by Commonwealth countries in providing training and experience 
in industry. After preliminary discussion with the main industrial 
organizations, the Board of Trade decided that the first step was to 
set up the Committee. 


It consisted of representatives of the Federation of British Industries, 
the National Union of Manufacturers, the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce and the British Council, as well as the Board 
of Trade, the Commonwealth Relations Office, the Colonial Office, 
the Ministry of Education, the Ministry of Labour and the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research. The British Employers’ 
Confederation and the Trades Union Congress agreed to consider 
the Committee’s papers and to attend as necessary. 


Every year many thousands from other Commonwealth countries 
spent periods training in United Kingdom industry, as a result of 
private arrangements made direct with the firm concerned or, 
alternatively, under various British and international schemes pro- 
vided for such training. It was not intended that the Committee 
would interfere with those arrangements but that it would, wherever 
possible, arrange for those facilities to be increased to meet the special 
needs of other Commonwealth countries. At its first meeting last 
March the Committee arranged for inquiries to be sent to other 
Commonwealth countries as to their precise needs. So far it had been 
possible to deal with the few requests made by other Commonwealth 
countries through normal Ministry of Labour machinery and therefore 
a further meeting of the Committee had not yet been necessary. 





Trade with the United States 


The figures contained in the Parliamentary Question “Trade with 
the United States,’ published in the Board of Trade Journal of 
November 25, page 1273, refers to £1,000 units. 


Tuesday November 29 


Cotton and Wool Textiles 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked whether he would publish separate statistics on the level of 
orders in the cotton textile and wool textile industries. Replying, 
Mr. Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, said: ‘No, Sir. 
Information about orders is supplied voluntarily to the Department 
on the understanding that figures for separate industries will not be 
published.’ 


Switch-Selling in Sales Promotion 


The President was asked what measures he proposed to take to 
control the practice of switch-selling of sewing and other machines 
arising from misleading advertisements in certain papers. 


Mr. Macpherson replying, said that arrangements had been 
made for the matter to be discussed with the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
Association and the Periodical Proprietors’ Association who make 
recommendations to their members about the kind of advertisements 
which they should accept. 


Volume of Industrial Production 


The President was asked to set out in tabular form figures of the 
volume of output, numbers employed, and output per man-hour in 
industry generally and in the engineering industry, in particular, for 
1913, 1938, 1950, 1959, or in the latest available year. Replying he 
said there was no official index of the volume of industrial production 
in the United Kingdom for all industry or for the engineering in- 
dustries over the whole period 1913 to 1959, but he was writing to the 


questioner about certain information which was available from non- 
official sources. 


Advance Factories 


Replying to a question on the policy towards the building of 
advance factories in areas of high employment, Mr. Macpherson said: 
‘Experience has shown that industrialists usually prefer to have 
factories built to suit their requirements. However, the Government 
accept that there may be some places where the existence of im- 
mediately available factory space may be decisive in attracting indus- 
try, and we have therefore decided to provide a further limited amount 
of advance factory space in England, Scotland and Wales.’ 


Local Employment Act Applications 


The President was asked how long on average it took his depart- 
ment’s Advisory Committee to deal with applications under the 
Local Employment Act, 1960. Replying, Mr. Macpherson said between 
three and four months from the time when the applicant supplied the 
necessary information. 


Clothing and Textile Orders 

Dealing with a question on the change in the level of net new 
orders for clothing and textiles for the third quarter of 1960 compared 
with the third quarter of 1959, Mr. Macpherson said that net new 
orders received by the textile and clothing industries in the third 
quarter of 1960 were estimated to have been 18 per cent. less than 
in the third quarter of 1959. 


N.I. Representative to Export Council 


The President was asked to appoint a Northern Ireland representa- 
tive to the new Export Council for Europe. Replying, Mr. F. J. Erroll, 
Minister of State, said: ‘Appointments to the Export Council have 
been made by the Council’s Chairman, Sir William McFadzean. He 
has told me that the Council will consist of representatives of 
Government Departments and of the sponsoring bodies, and in- 
dividuals drawn from a wide variety of exporting industries who 
have been asked to serve in their personal capacities. I know that 
the Chairman is considering further appointments and has the 
point in mind.’ 

Sale of Lethal Weapons on Hire-Purchase 

Asked whether he would introduce legislation to forbid the sale of 

lethal weapons on hire-purchase, Mr. Macpherson replied that 


questions of public safety should be dealt with by means other than 
hire-purchase restrictions. 


Trade with the Far East 

A member asked the President if he would propose a meeting of 
export executives of companies concerned, to emphasize to them, the 
potentialities of trade with the Far East and the need for in i 
the British share of that market. Mr. Erroll replied that he did 
not believe that a general meeting of this kind would be effective. 
His Department were, of course, in touch with the appropriate 
trade bodies about ways and means of increasing trade in the Far East. 


Report on EFTA and EEC in February 

The President was asked whether the factual survey of the tariff 
decision proposals of the European Economic Community and the 
European Free Trade Area had been undertaken, and with what 
result. Mr. Erroll said: ‘An examination of particular difficulties 
in European trade which may arise from the existence of the European 
Economic Community and of the European Free Trade Association 
is being made in Paris by a study group of the Trade Committee of 
Twenty-one. The Group is expected to report before the beginning 
of the GATT tariff negotiations in February.’ 


Observance of Fair Wages Resolution 


A member asked what steps were being taken to see that firms 
receiving loans or grants of public money under the Local Employ- 
ment Act, 1960, observed the conditions of the Fair Wages Resolution. 

Mr. Macpherson replied: “This is not a matter covered by the 
Local Employment Act. Our concern in administering the Act is to 
assist firms providing additional employment appropriate to local 
needs. ‘The Fair Wages Resolution relates to contractors engaged in 
the execution of Government contracts.’

Township for Kenya 


The City Council of Nairobi has awarded a contract to Alfred 
McAlpine & Son (Pty.), an associated company of Sir Alfred McAlpine 
& Son, for the construction of an African township for 3,002 family 
houses and ancillary services, valued at £1-46 million. In inviting 
tenders to be submitted, the City Council asked the tenderers to 
introduce to the Council the capital necessary for the construction 
of this scheme. The Council undertook to repay the loan seven years 
from the date the money was provided. The rate of interest to be 
payable on the loan was to be 6 per cent. The tender provided that 
the houses were to be constructed over a period of three years. 


Bus Chassis for Jamaica 


A.E.C. Ltd., announced recently that three ‘Ranger’ single-deck 
bus chassis, the first of a batch of 25 various chassis ordered by 
Reryson Agencies Ltd., the newly appointed A.E.C. distributors in 
Jamaica, are now on their way to Jamaica. The fully-assembled 
chassis will be fitted with locally-constructed bodies and will go into 
service with existing and new A.E.C. operators. 


Duplicators for Russia 


Ellams Duplicator Co. Lid., have received an order from Russia 
for nine ER2 electric duplicators. The cost of the order, including 
accessories and supplies, is about £1,300. 


Bus Fleet for Durban 


Leyland Motors Ltd., announced on November 4, that Durban 
Corporation have placed an order for a £60,000 fleet of single-deck 
buses. The buses consist of 12 Worldmaster underfloor-engined 
ERT2:°1 models. They will have large capacity bodies built by Bus 
Bodies (South Africa) Ltd., of Port Elizabeth, and will join a fleet 
of some 150 Leylands now being operated by the Corporation’s 
79-year-old transport undertaking. The buses have been ordered 
through Leyland’s subsidiary company Leyland Albion (Africa) Ltd. 


TV Equipment for Canada 


Marconi’s are supplying two 18 kW vision and 9kW sound trans- 
mitters for each of the two new commercial T'V stations in Montreal. 
One outlet is French while the English outlet is owned by the Canadian 
Marconi Co. The order, received through Canadian Marconi Co., is 
to the value of £200,000.

14-Plate Distillation Unit used for the rapid economic assay of crude 
oil, and for a wide range of laboratory distillation work in organic 
chemistry, from the United States, Germany, Italy and Aden by 
Winston Electronics Ltd., who have the world rights. The equipment 
was developed in the laboratories of the British Petroleum Co. Ltd., 
Sunbury-on-Thames, Middlesex. 


Power Station Equipment for India 


Clarke, Chapman & Co. Ltd., of Gateshead, have received two 
further orders for the installation of steam generating plant in India. 
The first is a coal-fired bi-drum boiler unit for the extension of the 
Hussainsagar Power Station, Hyderabad, Andhra Pradesh. The 
second, a specially designed bi-drum boiler unit, capable of being 
fired in four ways — by coal, oil, coal and bamboo sawdust or oil and 
bamboo sawdust — will be at the new Gwalior Rayon Silk Manufac- 
turing (WVG) Ltd., factory at Kerala which will be producing pulp 
from bamboo. The waste sawdust will be utilized fully in supplying 
fuel for the power plant. 


Oil Test Rig for U.S.A. 

The Clayton Manufacturing Co., of California, have placed an 
order with Heenan & Froude Ltd., of Worcester, for a complete 
lubricating oil test rig for the South West Research Institute of San 
Antonio. The Heenan rig is designed to carry out the Lubrizol, 
Monsanto and similar screening tests for lubricating oils and oil 
additives.

Richardsons Westgarth & Co. Ltd., of Wallsend, have just despatched 
to the Sheikdom of Abu Dahbi, on the Trucial Coast, a plant believed to 
be the first of its kind. It is a fully self-contained sea-water evaporator 
(seen above) which will produce 14,400 gallons of drinking water a day. 


At the moment, the only supply of drinking water in Abu Dahbi is 

brought in by dhow at considerable expense. There are no port facilities 

at Abu Dahbi and the plant will be lowered into the sea some miles off 

the coast (having been taken from the Tyne as deck cargo), and will be 
towed in to the beach. 


Butterfly Valves for Australian Vessels 


A contract has been secured by Boving & Co. (ANZ) Pty. Ltd., 
the Australian subsidiary of Boving & Co. Ltd., London, the water- 
power engineers. It is for the supply of 108 electrically operated 
Boving butterfly valves to be installed in two new ore-carrying 
vessels being built by the Australian Shipbuilding Board. These 
valves, varying in size of bore from 3 in. to 16 in. will control the 
ballasting and fuel system of the ships. The central control panels 
which will operate the valves are also being supplied by Boving & 
Co. The contract is due for completion at the end of 1960, and the 
valves will be delivered during the Spring of 1961. 


Steel Tubes for Czechoslovakia and Finland 


Rollo-Hardy & Co. Ltd., of Blaenrhondda, Glamorgan, a company 
specializing in welded mild and stainless steel tubes and sections, have 
obtained orders from Czechoslovakia and Finland for stainless steel 
tubing worth more than £120,000. It is hoped that these particular 
orders are the forerunners of future demands and thus increase still 
further an already considerable export order book. Over the year as 
a whole, 40 per cent. of their output will have been exported, but for 
the period October to December the percentage will be 60 per cent. 
of their output. The Czechoslovakian and Finnish orders are for a 
range of welded tubing from 25 mm. o.d. to 57 mm. o.d. and it is 
interesting to note that all the machines on which the tubing is made

Machines Ltd. 


Ditch Cleaners for Poland 


Barfords of Belton Ltd., recently despatched ten ‘Lincol’ ditch 
and dyke cleaners to Poland. These form the first despatch against 
a contract for 32 machines won by the firm from the Polish Govern- 
ment Purchasing Organization. Eleven more are due to leave shortly 
and when the contract is completed there will be a total of 86 ‘Lincols’ 
at work in Poland, the oldest having been purchased at the 1956 
Poznan Fair. These machines are used to clean out winter silt from 
boundary ditches that drain large tracts of low-lying countryside, in

Methods for Sampling and Testing of Mineral Aggregates, 
Sands and Fillers 

Used by civil, highway and municipal engineers all over the United 
Kingdom as well as by suppliers and contractors, this British Standard 
(B.S. 812: 1960) (last revised in 1951) has now been thoroughly 
overhauled and brought up to date. It runs to 84 pages and covers 
and co-ordinates more closely improved test methods for aggregates, 
sands and fillers. 


Several of the former tests have been omitted or altered and new 
tests have been introduced after co-operative experiments conducted 
by the Road Research Laboratory and industrial or consultants’ 
laboratories. Among the new tests is one for indicating the extent to 
which different types of stone will polish under traffic. While the 
polishing of the roadstone is only one of the many factors which 
contribute to skidding, the ability to eliminate this factor at critical 
points such as the approaches to traffic lights, pedestrian crossings, 
bends and roundabouts will be of the greatest importance to highway 
engineers. 


Another innovation is the introduction of a test for particle shape 
of aggregates by the determination of the angularity number. A new 
test for resistance to crushing is also included. Other important 
changes are the replacement of the abrasion test by an aggregate 
abrasion test, the omission of the attrition test and the withdrawal of 
the colour plate formerly included under the heading, ‘Estimation of 
organic impurities’. Price 15s. 


Pressure regulators for use with butane/propane gases 


Another safeguard for householders, caravan dwellers, yachtsmen 
and others who use butane and propane gases for cooking and heating 
is provided by B.S. 3016, Part 3:1960 (Variable high-pressure 
regulators). These gases are highly inflammable and it is essential 
that appliances used with them should be absolutely safe. 


The publication lays down minimum safety, durability and per- 
formance standards for variable high-pressure regulators used with 
butane or propane in the vapour phase above 20 in w.g. outlet pressure 
(51 g/cm’). Materials, construction, performance and tests are speci- 
fied. It is also required that a regulator complying with the standard 
shall be clearly and permanently marked with the manufacturer’s 
name, symbol or trade mark, the month and year of manufacture, and 
the number of the standard, followed by the letter B (for Butane) or 
P (for Propane). Price 5s. 


Water Soluble Impurities in Textiles 


Many official and industrial specifications set limits to the amount 
of water-soluble impurities permissible in textiles; the range of pH 
of aqueous extracts and the upper limits for chloride and sulphate 
contents and for the electrical conductivity of the extracts are fre- 
quently prescribed. The instructions for the preparation of the 
extract and for the performance of the measurements differ consider- 
ably from one specification to another. 


This British Standard (B.S. 3266:1960) includes two standardized 
procedures for extracting textile specimens with water. Methods for 
determining conductivity, pH value, water-soluble matter, chloride 
and sulphate content of the extracts are given. Price 4s. 


Laboratory Equipment 

Work carried out by the International Organization for Standard- 
ization (ISO) has been taken into account in the preparation of 
revised British Standards relating to one-mark volumetric flasks and 
interchangeable conical ground glass joints. 


B.S. 1792:1960, for one-mark volumetric flasks is a revised edition 
of the standard first published in 1952 under the title ‘One-mark 
graduated flasks’. 

The most important changes from the previous edition are: The 
tolerances on capacity have been adjusted slightly so that those for 
Class B flasks are now double those for Class A flasks; The recom- 
mended base diameter has been increased for most sizes and it is now 
specified (for flasks larger than 10 ml. capacity) that the empty flask 


(without stopper) shall not topple when placed on a non-slip surface 
inclined at an angle of 15° to the horizontal, instead of 10° as formerly; 
The necks of the two smallest and four largest sizes of flask are not 
permitted to be quite so narrow as formerly and separate maximum 
limits for internal diameter of neck are specified for Class A and 
Class B flasks in the case of the 5 and 10. ml. sizes; 


The inscription ‘In’ replaces ‘C’ as an indication that the flasks are 
graduated ‘to contain’, it having been found in the course of the 
international discussions that ‘In’ and ‘Ex’ (to replace ‘D’ for ‘to 
deliver’) are more generally acceptable than any of the abbreviations 
previously used in various countries; It is required that the type of 
glass of which the flasks are made shall be identifiable, at least as far 
as Class A flasks are concerned. Price 4s. 


A revised edition of the 1950 Standard of the same title B.S. 572: 
1960 (Standard for interchangeable conical ground glass joints), differs 
from its predecessor as follows: 


The B16, C21, C26, and C32 joints have been omitted, as experience 
has shown that they are relatively little used; The dimensions of 
certain of the joints have been altered slightly, but not so as to prevent 
cones or sockets complying with this standard from being used 
interchangeably with those complying with the previous edition. 

The tolerance permitted on the specified taper has been reduced, 
in keeping with the results achieved by modern methods of manufac- 
ture. 

The steel gauges for the joints are now dimensioned in millimetres 
instead of inches; The inscription ‘B.S. 572’ on the joint is no longer 
specified as mandatory, as it is felt that the joint number (e.g. ‘B24’) 
is sufficiently well recognized as an indication of the standard with 
which the joint purports to comply. Price 4s. 


Sparkguards 

Designed for use in unoccupied rooms, the sparkguards provided 
for in B.S. 3248 are for solid fuel fires. They are intended primarily 
for installation against the fireplace surround of open fires. “They 
should’ says the foreword to the 6-page specification, ‘reduce the 
probability of the passage of sparks, thereby minimizing the risk of 
igniting nearby combustible material.’ 

Two types of sparkguard are specified. The first (freestanding) 
type may be used independently; but its dimensions are such that it 
will fit round a ‘B.S.’ fireguard — a method of fixing which the standard 
recommends. The second type is structurally similar, but no dimen- 
sions are specified since it is for use with a specific appliance. 

The requirements of B.S. 3248 reflect a realistic approach on the 
part of the committee of experts who evolved them. One, for example 
is that the obscuration of the fire by the mesh must be below 40 per 
cent. Another requires that freestanding guards shall return to an 
upright position after being tilted 20 degrees from the vertical., 

Guards complying with this standard are required to be marked 
‘B.S. 3248.’ Manufacturers licensed to do so may apply B.S.1.’s well- 
known certification monogram — the Kitemark. Price 3s. 


Aluminium Food Storage Bins 


Requirements for aluminium alloy food storage bins, suitable for 
use in school kitchens and other large-scale catering establishments, 
are laid down in the new British Standard (B.S. 3272:1960). Prepared 
at the request of the Local Authorities Standards Advisory Committee, 
the standard is based on the recommendations of a s ittee on 


school catering equipment. 


Two sizes of bin are provided for: one, 16 ins. by 16 ins. by 30 ins. 
high, large enough to hold about 1 cwt. of various foods; the other, 
16 ins. by 16 ins. by 20 ins. high, large enough to hold about } cwrt. 
Both bins are within an overall height to enable them to go under a 
bench or shelf. Each bin is rectangular, with rounded corners, and 
stands in a frame mounted on four castors. A round bin was known 
to be available for the same purpose but has not been included as it 
was felt to be wasteful of floor space. 

The standard covers dimensions, materials, construction and 
finish. Bins whose aluminium alloy parts have a natural finish are 
suitable for the storage of dry goods, but the standard includes 
provision for a special finish where necessitated by the nature of the 
goods to be stored. Price 3s. 
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The provisions of this Act, effective from Ist December, 
1960, require that “in every factory there shall be 
provided and maintained appropriate means for fighting 
fire”.

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Mexico offers a Market for Capital Goods and Industrial Equipment 


HE FEDERATION of British Industries and the Dollar Exports 
Council are jointly sponsoring two specialized trade fairs to be 
staged by British Overseas Fairs Ltd. in Mexico City in the 
autumn of 1961. The theme of the first will be ‘British Equipment 
for Mexican Industry’ and it will run from September 29 to October 
15, 1961; the second, which will run from November 3 to November 
19, 1961, will have for its subject ‘British Fquipment for Mexican 
— (see Board of Trade Journal *« --mber 18, 1960, page 


Mexico has a population of 35 million, increasing at the high rate 
of 3-4 per cent. a year. Although population growth has been so 
rapid, real income per head has also risen, increasing by 80 per cent. 
since 1939. In fact, the Mexican economy is one of the strongest in 
Latin America. Agriculture is still the most important sector of the 
economy, but industrialization is proceeding rapidly, with the deliber- 
ate aim of supplying as much as possible of the local demand for manu- 
factured goods. Most consumer goods used in Mexico are now made 
there. There is a high protective tariff on consumer goods, though 
duties on capital items are low. Import licensing, which is rigidly 
enforced, is used to protect local industry. In general this means that 
consumer goods are subject to licence but capital equipment is not. 
In fact, over 80 per cent. of Mexico’s annual imports of about £400 
million are capital and producer goods. The importation into the 
country of all goods which are subject to import licensing, and of all 
goods imported for the Government or any Government or State 
Agency, is subject to a special ‘compensation exchange’ arrangement. 
Under this the importer buys an exchange certificate from a broker 
showing that an equivalent value of cotton or other Mexican goods 
has been exported. There is, however, no restriction on the actual 
remittance of payments abroad. It is for this reason that the two trade 
fairs are concentrated on capital equipment and industrial products, 
and will not show consumer goods. 


United Kingdom exports to Mexico include a wide range of 
machinery (especially textile machinery, agricultural tractors, motor 
cars, aircraft and iron and steel manufactures). (Total British exports 
to Mexico for the last three years are shown in the table on this page.) 
Britain’s share of the Mexican market is, however, small. Last year 
it was less than 4 per cent. Western Germany has rather more, nearly 
7 per cent., but the United States is predominant, supplying about 
three-quarters of all Mexican imports. 


Market for Machinery 


The opportunities for United Kingdom exporters, in particular for 
exporters of machinery, in Mexico during the next few years are very 
large. Petroleos Mexicanos (Pemex), the Government organization 
which operates the Mexican oil industry, has announced plans for 
drilling 2,400 oil wells between 1960 and 1962. In addition, under- 
water drilling will start in the Gulf of Mexico. Pemex has also an- 
nounced plans for the further development of a petro-chemical 
industry, and it is expected that there will be 28 petro-chemical 
plants by 1962; half of these are already under construction. Pemex 
also has plans for the construction of additional natural-gas pipelines 
in the country. 


The Mexican railways now need large scale re-equipment and 
extension, and the cost has been estimated at U.S.$300 million. 


The Federal Electricity Commission, the State authority responsible 
for planning and executing the Government’s power development 
programme, is going ahead fast. Installed capacity, half of which is 
hydro-electric, rose from 1,400 megawatts in 1951 to 2,800 megawatts 
by September 1959. Mexico plans to increase this to 3,500 megawatts 
by the end of 1961, to 4,000 megawatts by 1964, and eventually to 
reach a total installed capacity of 6,000 megawatts.

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The Mexican Government has undertaken a five-year programme 
to develop the Federal Highway system. Today the country has 
about 28,000 miles of asphalt and gravel highway. The programme 
which the Government is to carry out between 1960 and 1964 covers 
the construction or reconstruction of about 8,900 miles of highway, 
scheduled for completion by the end of 1964, at a total cost of about 
U.S.$68-6 million. The World Bank has recently lent Mexico the 
equivalent of $25 million towards the cost of this programme. There 
are also plans for the development and improvement of Mexican 
ports, the total cost of the works to be undertaken between 1960 and 
1964 amounting to about £114 million. In addition, plans made for 
further long-term port development would bring the total cost up 
to about £184 million. 


Textiles, Iron and Steel 


Plans for the reorganization of the Mexican textile industry have 
been under consideration, and the net value of the equipment requi 
has been estimated at £70 million over a period of ten years. A number 
of expansions have taken place in the iron and steel industry and it is 
believed that the main concentration of effort in the immediate future 
will be towards the expansion of existing steel plants. 

Most of these examples of development schemes are in the public 
sector, where definite plans are announced in advance. However, the 
investment in private industry has in recent years been twice as much 
as that in public industry, and many exporters will find the private 
sector worth their attention. The volume of Mexico’s industrial 
expansion expected over the next few years suggests strongly that 
the sale of British capital and other producer goods in the country 
could be greatly enlarged, though only by close attention to the market, 
In general Mexicans respect the skill and ingenuity which goes into 
British industrial design and, above all, the quality of the finished 
product. 

The forthcoming trade fairs, which will be open to buyers only. 
except at week ends, will give to British equipment exporters a valuab 
opportunity to bring their products to the attention of potential 
Mexican customers. The exporter will, however, need to follow up 
his opening by careful investigation of the market possibilities. Indeed, 
personal contact with the customer, and an abundance of technical 
literature in Spanish, are often essential. Very important, too, is 
attention to such points as using the metric system for weights and 
measures and quoting prices in dollars or in Mexican pesos.

Benelux and Czechoslovakia 


AN ADDITIONAL protocol to the 1959 Trade Agreement between the 
Benelux countries and Czechoslovakia was signed at The Hague on 
August 4, 1960. 


New quota lists providing for a higher level of trade between the 
two countries came into force from the same date. 


Slightly higher quotas were agreed for some Czech exports to 
Benelux. These include magnesite, chemicals, paper and paper 
board, textiles, fireproof bricks and structural parts, iron and steel 
products, ceramics, musical instruments, bicycles and parts thereof, 
toys, games, and sports articles. 


Higher quotas were also agreed for exports from Benelux to 
Czechoslovakia. These include certain agricultural items, active 
carbon, synthetic resins, tanning materials, colours, lacs and varnishes, 
driers, chemical products, rubber goods, strawboard and paper, 
textiles, iron and steel products and musical instruments. 


A few small quotas have been opened and certain others have been 
reduced but the main bulk of items to be exchanged between the two 
countries remain with quotas unchanged from those established in 
the 1959 Trade Agreement.

Czechoslovakia and U.A.R. (Egyptian Region) 


AN AGREEMENT between the Republic of Czechoslovakia and the 
U.A.R. (Egyptian Region) for the provision by Czechoslovakia of 
industrial equipment to the value of 150 million crowns was signed in 
Prague on June 16, 1960. Czechoslovakia is to grant a credit of 7°5 
million Egyptian pounds to cover the cost, repayable over a period of 
five years.

NICARAGUA 


Import Tax on Insecticides 


A NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal of October 14, 
1960 (page 928), gave details of new Fiscal Legislation under Decree 
No. 494 of March 31, 1960. This Decree included (para. 8), provisions 
for a tax on imports of foreign products similar to those of local 
manufacture or which are going to be produced in Nicaragua under 
the provisions of the Law of Protection and Promotion of Industrial 
Development. 


By Decree No. 11 of September 21, 1960, published in the 
Nicaraguan La Gaceta on October 1, 1960, and effective from 
January 15, 1961, the exemption of imports of insecticides from 
Customs and Consular duties under Article 17 (g) of the Customs 
Tariff is suspended and, with regard to exemption from the Customs 
ad valorem duty, the privilege of the lists drawn up by the Ministry of 
Agriculture is cancelled. As from the effective date of the new Decree 
a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem will be imposed on imports of in- 
secticides falling within the ambit of the following Tariff heading: 


Tariff No. 
599-02-00-03 


Description 
Insecticides and fungicides, including animal dres- 
sings and other similar preparations. 


The Decree does not apply to the raw materials and chemicals or 
biological products for use in the manufacture of such insecticides nor 
to mixed insecticides which, in the opinion of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, are not manufactured in the country, all of which will continue 
to be exempt under Article 17 (g) of the Customs Tariff, provided that 
the Ministry of Agriculture includes them on a new list which will 
have to be compiled, worked out and submitted to the Ministry of the 
Treasury for the purpose of the said Article and sub-section. 


The assessment of 10 per cent. ad valorem will be cancelled by 
Decree of the Ministry of Economy if, at the latest by January 15 in 
each year, local manufacturers of insecticides do not submit to that 
Department a certificate from the Ministry of Agriculture in which is 
stated the capacity of each factory. In addition to this the certificates 
must establish that the local factories are capable of complying with 
the standards laid down by the Ministry of Agriculture. 


In order that the new Customs duty may remain in force, insecti- 
cides of local manufacture must be approved by the Ministry of 
Economy. 


CHILE 


Import of Motorcycle Parts 


THE Executive Committee of the Central Bank of Chile, at its 
Session No. 40, held on November 7, ruled that the item ‘Pieces and 
Parts of Motorcycles’ (Section XII, Group 66, of the Import List) 
covered motorcycles knocked down into at least the following 
component parts: 


Chains, chain guards, carburettor, speedometer, tool compartment, 
petrol tank, headlamp, glass and rim, rearlamp, fork, steering system, 
braking system, rear pedals, frame, motor, handlebars, hand brake 
pedal, rear brake pedal, gear change pedal, parking support, wheels, 
saddle, front suspension, rear suspension, silencer, front and rear 
mudguards, exhaust pipe and connecting tubes and hoses.

Imports of Steam Turbine-generators 
and Knitted Wool Gloves 


NOTICES were published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 6, 
1959 (page 599) and April 3, 1959 (page 828) about investigations by 
the United States Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization into 
imports of knitted wool gloves and large steam turbine-generators 
under the provisions of Section 8 of the Trade Agreements Extension 
Act of 1958 (the ‘national security’ clause). The Director of O.C.D.M. 
has now published the findings in both cases, which are that imports 
of these commodities are not a threat to national security. His findings 
are subject to Presidential confirmation. 


In the case of steam turbine-generators (the investigation covered 
units above 10,000 kW. in capacity), the main conclusions are that the 
domestic industry has, and will continue to have, capacity to meet 
expected mobilization requirements; that relatively little procurement 
of these very large units from foreign sources has taken place; and 
that Federal procurement does not at present rely heavily on foreign 
equipment of this type. 


In the case of gloves, the Director has found that the existing 
domestic manufacturing capacity, together with stocks, is ample for 
foreseeable defence needs.
